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Section 5-5-230, MCA, provides:

The Energy and Telecommunications Interim Committee has administrative rule review,
draft legislation review, program evaluation, and monitoring responsibilities for the
Montana Department of Public Service Regulation and the entities attached to the

department for administrative purposes.

Other Statutory Responsibilities:

Section 69-8-402, MCA, requires public utilities and cooperative utilities to submit annual
summary reports of Universal System Benefits Programs to the committee.
